This petition is being submitted in response to the Notice of Abandonment dated 
December 12, 2003. As set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.181, Applicants respectfully submit that the 
above-captioned Application was abandoned due to an error on the part of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office ("the Patent Office"). 

The Notice of Abandonment indicated that the Application was abandoned for failure to 
reply to a Notice of Missing Parts within two (2) months from the mailing date of the Notice. 
Applicant notes that the Notice of Missing Parts, which was included with the Filing Receipt, 
was incorrect - it identifies that the Application was filed without an executed Declaration.

As such, Applicant believes that the Declaration was properly filed and that the Notice of 
Missing Parts and subsequent Notice of Abandonment were improper. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Notice of Abandonment be withdrawn and the case allowed to re- 
enter prosecution. A copy of the Notice of Abandonment is enclosed, as required.
